Thus in short, was the conception 
of Raymond, the two companies 
mentioned, the Canadian Government 
and its officials ami the people al¬ 
ready in the neighborhood giving 
Mr. Knight every encouragement to 
found here a colony of people from 
Utah."

ITS CERTA/NLY UNCERTAIN. 

As a result of the slim majority 
gained in favour of confederation In 
the Newfoundland vote, there is a 
Hurry of conjecture now in this nat¬ 
ion's capital and It is especially not¬ 
ed that officials of the Canadian gov 
t f inmeni are now continuing an ult¬ 
ra-cautious approach to the whole 
matter causing uncertainty to pre¬ 
vail under the circumstances exact¬ 
ly what may take place following 
this vote. Of course there is no doubt 
here that, if the majority favouring 
union with Canada had been impress 
ively large enough, the reaction 
would have been wholly different. 
As it is, recognition seems to be 
given to the fact that the vote has 
shown clearly that there is a large 
ami powerful group in Newfoundland 
which is not in iavour ol couiedera 
lion ami which cannot be iguored 
entirely. 

This slim majority, speculation 
insinuates along Parliament Hill 
here, must be considered if and 
when confederation proceedings an 
undertaken to avoid any errors oi 
ultimate problems whfeh it might b» 
better to face now than later before 
Newfoundland can become tin* tenth 
province of Canada. Experience hat 
taught professional politicians some 
valuable lessons in such matters. U 
is true that Canada needs Newfound 
land’s airfields, commerse, resources 
etc., but it is true also that then 
are many in Canada who feel that j 
geneious offer has been made tc 
Newfoundland which stands to gain 
as much as Canada in confederation
